U Griffith'nicharas. of tlK State Soil's 
Laboratory, assisted by "Bounty Agent 
K. T.-Glassco. will direct the soil con- 
ference and'demonstrate some of the 
soil needs oJ Rock county.* 
Soil specialists have found that 


much of tho soil In that section of 
the county is of the Carrineton silt 
loam, and although this Is of an excel- 
lent typo is not Infrequently aeid, 
sometimes deficient in phosphorus, and 
often low in nitrogen. Experiments 
have shown that tho acidity can be, 
corrected by thoroughly mixing with 
tho soil two or move tons of finely 
pulverized limestone to the aero. Tho 
soils officials of the stato are recom- 
mending that the deficiency in phos- 
phorus be remedied by mixing .1,000 
pounds of roclc phosphate to the acre 
wlth'tha manure or by. plowing- under 
iivith green ryo or some other similar 
clover crop.

Home grown cherries have put in an 
appearance, ' selling for 
25 cents' a 


nuart. Many of the cherries, in this 
locality wore also killed by the frosts 
but this price is comparatively low 
for tho opening of the season. .The 
California cherries have also come 
down, now selling for .12 and 50 cents 
per pound. 
Cantaloupes are coming Into (season 


more each week after their first ap- 
pearance two weeks ago and are now 
selling for 13 and 17[ cents each. The 
price of pineapple* remains the same, 
selling for 25, 30 anil 35 cents each.
